I well recall the discussions which I had with the executive of the 
Social Club which led to the formation of The Digger under its first 
editor, Eric Fletcher. 

In the intervening years, The Digger has recorded the growth of 
Simpsons and Simpson-Sears and has published a lively and intimate 
chronicle of the events and personalities of a quarter century. It has 
been a medium of greatly needed communication between company 
and employees and has been a source of information and inspiration to 
thousands of readers. Through its contribution to morale, it has been 
one of the factors which have made Regina one of the Company’s 
leading profit producers. 

The Digger inspired the creation of 411-413 Roundup, West-Word, 
and The Golden Boy, and it is my hope that before too long its 
example will lead to a national company-wide publication. 

1 feel personally grateful to the members of the successive editorial 
committees, who have worked so hard over the years to make The 
Digger a meaningful part of life in Regina. 1 am confident it will 
continue to enjoy excellent editorial direction and reader response in 
the years ahead.

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THE DIGGER 1944-1969 


In June 1944, a customer wrote in for 
a mouth organ and by mistake received a 
flash light. In writing back to our Com¬ 
pany, he said “If you can tell me how to 
blow this thing, I’ll keep it.” In 1969, a 
customer ordered a shotgun and received 
a freezer. 25 Years later we hadn’t changed 
very much, or had we? 

Those early Diggers, averaging some 8 
pages in size, were packed with the same 
type of entertainment and news which 
earmark our Digger of today. One main 
feature of those books, fortunately not 
necessary today, was the letters from over¬ 
seas and the welcoming home of those 
who served in the Second World War. 

One of the big events of 1944 was the 
planting of the employee gardens on what 
is now the employee parking lot behind 
the Simpsons-Sears plant. Unfortunately 
the boom of the auto industry flattened 
the potato patches and Joe Herman was 
never again to receive acclaim for his fine 
spuds. 

1969 gave us a rough winter but not as 
rough as ‘47 when our delivery trucks 
were required to shunt employees to and 
from work. Flooding was a problem in 
that same year as well as it may be again 
this year. 

1947 produced two stars — June 
Kowalchuk became a singing sensation, 
and Adam Faul became a boxing sensa¬ 
tion. Both were Simpsons employees. 

In 1949, Regina Retail Superintendent 
W.A. Farr was promoted to the post of 
Vancouver Operating Manager. Obviously 
he performed his duties in Vancouver to 
everyone’s complete satisfaction and 
earned the right to return to Regina and 
succeed Mr. F.F. Reid as General Manager. 

Girls and guys were much the same in 
those early years as they are today. 
When a daughter informed her father that 
she had a new beau, her fathers’ first 
response was, “Does he have any money?” 
The daughter replied, “You men are all 
alike he asked me the same question 
about you!” 

In April 1950, three floors were opened 
at the 11 th Avenue store making Simpsons 


the most modern store in the West. Mr. 
E.G. Burton presided at the opening. 

Diggers during the next few years 
highlighted the opening of many Order 
Offices throughout the Prairies. Such 
offices as Winnipeg, Prince Albert, Sask¬ 
atoon and Medicine Hat were spotlighted 
as future winners as indeed they were. 

January 8, 1953 was the birthdate of 
the new Simpsons-Sears mail order stores. 
Mr. E.G. Burton was named President 
and Chief Executive of the new Company. 

The early 50’s were the Dobberville 
years when the great Glen Dobbs took 
Regina fans and the Saskatchewan Rough- 
riders all the way to the Grey Cup. 
Though they were denied the Cup, the 
Club gathered the momentum that raised 
it to its present high esteem. 

Service was still the key word in 1959. 
This was evident by a letter to Mr. Harry 
Amell, Catalogue shopping, from the 
office of the Prime Minister of Canada, 
thanking Harry and his staff for 
the extra effort that they put 
forth in obtaining a special suitcase de¬ 
sired by the Prime Minister. Lou Daze was 
similarly honored by the Manager of 
Stampede Motors in Calgary for the fine 
job of salesmanship displayed by Lou in 
making a sale to that gentleman. 

In 1960, Miss Erin Britton won the 
title of Miss Saskatchewan Wheat Queen. 
Erin was a lovely Queen and well deserved 
the title and the Florida trip which was 
the winner’s prize. No less lovely is our 
Queen candidate for this year, Miss Doreen 
Piasta, whom we know will win this years 
contest with the fine support of both 
Simpsons and Simpsons-Sears. 

The Diggers provide an interesting and 
stimulating study of the growth of Simp¬ 
sons and Simpsons-Sears since 1944. 
Where we will be in 1994 on our 50th 
anniversary nobody knows, but we do 
know for sure that the Digger will still 
be there, telling the story as it is and will 
still remain the most popular publication 
of its kind in Canada.
